temporarily withdrawing all public lands 
in certain states for classification and 
other purposes, is hereby revoked in so 
far as it affects the following-described 
tracts of public land in Oklahoma:

c. 688, 49 Stat. 1570. 

Section 3. The reservation made by 
section 2 of this order shall remain in 
force until revoked by the President or 
by act of Congress.
